COLLEGE BUILDINGS 

SOUTH HALL, which stands on the 
site of the original Mansfield Classical 
Seminary, is the oldest and historically 
the most interesting building on the cam- 
pus. It houses the men's dormitory, the 
office of the dean of men, the Y. M. C. A. 
room, and fraternity, recreation, and 
music-practice rooms for men, together 
with the College Library, which occu- 
pies the ground floor. 

NORTH HALL, first built in 1874 and 
later enlarged and remodeled, is a com- 
bined women's dormitory and admini- 
strative building. It contains living ac- 
commodations for women students; the 
offices of the president, the deans, and 
the business staff; the College dining 
room; the kitchens and the bakery; re- 
ception and conference rooms; the cam- 
pus book and supply store; the Y. W. C. 
A. rooms; and various assembly, recrea- 
tion, and music-practice rooms for wo- 
men. 

THE INFIRMARY BUILDING, student 
health center conveniently set apart 
from the dormitories, contains the of- 
fices of the College physician and the 
College nurse and rooms or the treat- 
ment of injury and illness. In connec- 
tion with the infirmary there are isola- 
tion quarters for the care of any conta- 
gious cases which cannot be safely re- 
moved to their homes. A State Hospital 
is located at Blossburg, ten miles from 
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Mansfield, where by special arrange- 
ment with the College serious medical or 
surgical cases receive immediate atten- 
tion at low cost. 

ALUMNI HALL, with its traditional 
Clock Tower, is an instruction and reci- 
tation building. One of the older struc- 
tures on the campus, the building is dis- 
tinguished not only for its academic 
usefulness, but also for its historical 
interest and significance. 

THE ARTS BUILDING is a completely 
modern structure containing the latest 
equipment in the specialized fields of 
homemaking and music education. In- 
cluded here are classrooms, laboratories, 
rehearsal rooms, conference rooms, ad- 
ministrative quarters, and various spe- 
cial facilities. Under the same roof, a 
living unit provides a model "home situ- 
ation". 

THE SCIENCE BUILDING affords 
space for chemical, physical, and biolog- 
ical laboratories; a commodious lecture 
room; a dark room; and stock and sup- 
ply rooms. Several of the science in- 
structors maintain offices in this struc- 
ture. 

THE EDUCATION CENTER houses the 
departments of Elementary Education, 
Psychology, Speech, Handwriting, and 
Mathematics; the Psycho-educational 
Center; and the Educational Museum. 
Facilities for Applied Music and for the 
College chorus also may be found in 
this structure. 
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THE COLLEGE LIBRARY consists of a 
large open-shelf circulation and reading 
room, a reference and reserve room, and 
adjoining storage and work rooms. The 
total number of volumes in the library 
is 25,000. There are also smaller libraries 
in the elementary school and junior high 
school buildings for the use of pupils and 
teachers in those schools. 

THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL BUILD- 
ING provides a laboratory situation for 
prospective teachers of rural and ele- 
mentary schools, grades one to six in- 
clusive. In this modern structure are 
to be found a full complement of well- 
equipped classrooms with observation 
booths; a beautiful library room; spe- 
cial music, cultural, and industrial arts 
quarters; a large gymnasium-auditor- 
um; departmental offices; and clinical 
facilities. 

THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL BUILD- 
ING has a similar plant for prospective 
teachers of grades seven, eight, and nine. 
Here, too, are classrooms, laboratories, a 
library, a mechanical shop, a printing 
shop, a gymnasium, and departmental 
offices. The Mansfield Senior High 
School cooperates with the College in 
furnishing further opportunities for 
student observation and teaching. 

STRAUGHN HALL, the College aud- 
itorium, is a fine, modern building with 
a seating capacity cf 1250. A three-man- 
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ual Austin organ is installed in this 
building, which also is equipped with 
sound-motion picture apparatus and with 
stage and lighting facilities adequate for 
dramatic productions. 

THE GYMNASIUM BUILDING fur- 
nishes excellent facilities in the field of 
physical education. Here provisions have 
been made for a large double playing 
floor, with ample room for men's and 
women's sports to be carried on simul- 
taneously. Locker and shower rooms, 
offices for the directors of the depart- 
ment, and other facilities which contri- 
bute to a full physical education and 
athletic program also are provided. 

THE SWIMMING POOL, occupying a 
building of its own, makes possible the 
enjoyment of one of the most popular 
and beneficial of all sports the year 
around. 

THE STUDENT CENTER, formerly the 
old gymnasium building, is a newly 
created recreational and social center. 
Here may be found a large room suit- 
able for informal dances, parties, and 
games. The offices of the Carontawan 
and of the Flashlight, student publica- 
tions, also are in this building. 

THE PRESIDENT'S HOME is an im- 
posing residence which harmonizes ad- 
mirably with the buildings of the College 
proper and contributes much to the 
beauty and dignity of the campus as a 
whole.

ARTICLE I 
Name 

The name of this organization shall be 
the Student Government Association of 
the State Teachers College, Mansfield, 
Pennsylvania. 

ARTICLE II 
Purposes 

The purposes of this organization shall 
be: 

1. To stimulate a pride in the State 
Teachers College at Mansfield and to 
promote its interests to the highest pos- 
sible degree. 

2. To promote the scholastic and 
moral tone of the College and thus to 

maintain high standards of honor, loy- 
alty, and service. 

3. To give opportunity to students to 
develop initiative, judgment, and re- 
sponsibility in the management of stu- 
dent life on the campus. 
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4. To encourage students to partici- 
pate in many phases of a well-rounded 
college activity program. 

ARTICLE III 

Membership 

All students enrolled at the State 
Teachers College, Mansfield, Pennsylva- 
nia, shall be members of this Association. 

ARTICLE IV 

The Student Council 

The Student Council shall be the gov- 
erning body of this Association. It shall 
consist of the following members: 

1. The officers (President, Vice Pres- 
ident, Secretary, Treasurer). 

2. The president of each class. 

3. The presidents of the Women's 
Dormitory Council, the Men's Dormitory 
Council, the Women's Day Student Club, 
and the Men's Day Student Club. 

4. Three representatives from the 
Senior Class, two representatives from 
the Junior Class, and one representative 
from the Sophomore Class. 

5. The editor-in-chief of the College 
newspaper, the Flashlight, and the edi- 
itor-in-chief of the College yearbook, the 
Carontawan. 

6. The Dean of Women and the Dean 
of Men. 
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ARTICLE V 

Meetings 

Section 1. The Student Government 
Association shall meet at least twice a 
year. Meetings shall be called by the 
President or by a petition signed by fifty 
members of the Association. The number 
present at a regularly-called meeting 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 2. The Student Council shall 
have regular meetings twice a month. 
Fifteen Council members present at a 
meeting shall constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE VI 
Powers of the Student Council 

It shall be the duty and the responsi- 
bility of the Student Council to: 

1. Recommend and approve general 
plans for the organization and adminis- 
tration of all student organizations. 

2. Formulate policies for the Student 
Government Association and administer 
the policies of the Association 

3. Plan the monthly Social Calendar. 

4. Name the student oersoanel of the 
student-faculty committees. 

5. Recommend to the Student-Faculty 
Committee on the Student Activities 
Fund the allocations for the classes, the 
Student Council, publications, intramural 
athletics, the Social Committee, and 
student conferences. 
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6. Make such by-laws for the Associ- 
ation as are necessary to carry out the 
purposes of the Constitution and the poli- 
cies developed in accordance with the 
constitution. 

7. Act as the judicial agent of the As- 
sociation and keep on file all judicial 
reports. 

8. Recommend for discussion to the 
President of the College or the chairman 
of a student-faculty committee problems 
pertaining to student life. 



ARTICLE VII 
Dormitory and Day Governments 

Consistent with the general policy and 
plan of the organization set up by this 
Association, the students living in North 
Hall and South Hall and the men day 
students and the women day students 
are authorized to develop associations to 
handle the problems peculiar to the in- 
dividual groups. 

ARTICLE VIII 
Amendments 

Section 1. This constitution may be 
amended at any regular meeting by a 
two-thirds vote, the proposed amend- 
ment having been submitted in writing 
and read to the Association at a regular 
meeting at least one week before being 
voted on.

Section 2. By-laws may be adopted, 
amended, or repealed at any regular 
meeting by a majority vote. 



BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE I 

Meeitings 

Section 1. The meetings of the Stu- 
dent Council shall be at 7:30 p. m. on tne 
first and third Mondays of each month. 

Section 2. Students may attend open 
meetings of the Student Council. The* 
President and the Student Council shall 
determine what meetings are open. 

ARTICLE II 

Nominations and Election of the 

Student Council 

Section 1. The nominations of the 
officers of the Student Council shall be 
made by the Council. One suggestion for 
each office shall be made by the stu- 
dents on official forms submitted by the 
Council. The Council in making nomin- 
ations shall consider the suggestions of 
the students as we'll as the personal 
qualities of the candidates. The Presi- 
dent shall be a senior, the Vice-President 
a junior, the Secretary a sophomore, and 
the Treasurer a junior. 
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The names of the candidates shall be 
submitted for approval to the Dean of 
Instruction, the Point-System Chairman, 
the Dean of Women, the Dean of Men, 
and the President of the College. 

The election shall be held at least 
three days after the nominations have 
been published. Voting shall be by se- 
cret ballot. A majority of votes cast 
shall be necessary to constitute an elec- 
tion. In case there are more than two 
candidates for one office, and no one re- 
ceives a majority of the votes cast, a 
second election shall be held with the 
two highest as candidates. 

Section 2. The class presidents shall 
be nominated and elected by each class 
according to Article III of the class con- 
stitutions. 

Section 3. The dormitory and day stu- 
dent clubs presidents shall be nomin- 
ated and elected by each group accord- 
ing to the constitution of these organiz- 
ations. 

Section 4. The class representatives 
shall be nominated and elected by the 
respective classes. The nominations and 
elections shall follow the usual proced- 
ures as outlined in Article III in the 
class constitutions. 

Section 5. The editor-in-chief of the 
Flashlight shall be chosen by the pre- 
sent staff from its editorial board. The 
name of the person selected shall be 
presented to the Student Council for 
approval. 
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The editor-in-chief of the Carontawan 
shall be chosen by the present staff from 
its board. The name of the person se- 
lected shall be presented to the Student 
Council for approval. The editor shall 
be a member of the junior or senior 
class. No editor shall serve two years. 

Section 6. The Dean of Men and tne 
Dean of Women shall be advisers to the 
Student Council. 

Section 7. Vacancies in office shall be 
filled by means of a special election 
within one month after the vacancy oc- 
curs. 



ARTICLE III 
Duties of the Student Council 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the 
President to call and preside at the 
Student Government Association and the 
Student Council meetings, to represent 
the student body on all public occasions, 
to see that the business of the Associa- 
tion is carried on properly, to appoint 
special committees, and to be an ex- 
officio member of all committees. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the 
Vice President to preside over meetings 
and conduct the business of the Associa- 
tion and the Student Council in the ab- 
sence of the President and to be chair- 
man of the Social Committee of the 
Student Government Association. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the 
Secretary to keep a record of the pro- 
ceedings of all meetings, to have cus-

tody of all papers of the Association, to 
conduct all correspondence, and to post 
within forty-eight hours after each Stu- 
dent Council meeting the policies whicn 
were adopted. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the 
Treasurer to have charge of all finances 
of the Student Council and the Social 
Committee and to report regularly to the 
Council the financial status of each fund. 

Section 5. The class representatives 
shall have definite responsibilities dele- 
gated to them by the President of the 
Student Council with the approval of the 
Student Council Advisers. The following 
committee chairmen shall be appointed 
from the class representatives:

ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE I 

Name 

The name of this organization shall be 
the Women's Dormitory Association. 

ARTICLE II 

Purposes 

The purposes of this organization shall 
be: 

1. To administer student life in the 
dormitory so that all may live comfort- 
ably and with consideration for others. 

2. To develop individual and group 
responsibility. 

3. To promote conditions for the de- 
velopment of courtesy, self-control, and 
the desire to strive toward higher stan- 
dards of work. 

ARTICLE III 

Membership 

All students residing in North Hall, the 
women's dormitory, shall be members of 
this Association. 
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ARTICLE IV 
The Women's Dormitory Council 

Section 1. The Women's Dormitory 
Council shall be the governing body of 
this Association. It shall consist of the 
President and seven members. 

Section 2. The advisers to the Dormi- 
tory Council shall be the Dean of Women 
and the Assistant Dean of Women. 

ARTICLE V 

Meetings 

Section 1. The Women's Dormitory As- 
sociation shall meet at the discretion of 
the President of the Women's Dormitory 
Council. 

Section 2. The Women's Dormitory 
Council shall have regular meetings twice 
a month. 

ARTICLE VI 

Powers of the Women's Dormitory 
Council 

It shall be the duty and responsibility 
of the Women's Dormitory Council to: 

1. Formulate policies of the Women's 

Dormitory Association and ad- 
minister these policies. 

2. Make and enforce rules and regula- 

tions for the women dormitory 
students. 
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3. Plan the social life of the dormi- 

tory. 

4. Act as a judicial agent of the- Associ- 

ation and keep on file judicial 
reports of the Council. 

ARTICLE VII 

Amendments 

Section 1. This constitution may be 
amended at any regular meeting by a 
two-thirds vote, the proposed amend- 
ment having been submitted in writing 
and read to the Association at a regular 
meeting at least one week before being 
voted on. 

Section 2. By-laws may be adopted, 
amended, or repealed at any regular 
meeting by a majority vote. 

BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE I

Section 1. The period from 6:45 p. m. 
to 7:30 each Tuesday shall be reserved 
for meetings of the Association. The 
meetings shall be called by the Women's 
Dormitory Council President or the Dean 
of Women. 

Section 2. The Women's Dormitory 
Council shall have regular meetings on 
the second and fourth Monday evenings 
of each month.

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ARTICLE II

Voting shall be by secret ballot. A 
majority of votes cast shall constitute an 
election. In case there are more than 
two 'candidates for one office, and no 
one receives a majority of the votes cast, 
a second election shall be held with the 
two highest as candidates. 

ARTICLE III 

Duties of the Women's Dormitory 
Council 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the 
President to call and preside at Women's 
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Dormitory Association and Women's 
Dormitory Council meetings, to represent 
the dormitory students on the Student 
Council, to see that the business of the 
Association is carried on properly, to ap- 
point special committees and to be an 
ex-officio member of all committees. 

Section 2. The other members of the 
Women's Dormitory Council shall have 
definite responsibilities. One shall be 
responsible for assigning places in the 
dining room; another for the record of 
minutes of all meetings; another for fi- 
nancial statements; another for fire 
drills; and another for the social life.

ARTICLE I 
Name 
The name of this organization shall be 
the Men's Dormitory Association.

The purpose of this organization shall 
be to regulate student life in the dormi- 
tory in order that proper conditions for 
study and living may exist. 

ARTICLE III 
Membership 
All students residing in South Hall, the 
men's dormitory, shall be members of 
this organization. 

ARTICLE IV 

The Men's Dormitory Council 

The Men's Dormitory Council shall be 

the governing body of this Association. 

It shall consist of the President and four 

members. 

The Dean of Men shall be adviser to 
the Men's Dormitory Council. 

ARTICLE V 

Meetings 

The Men's Dormitory Association shall 
meet at the discretion of the President 
of the Men's Dormitory Council. 
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The Men's Dormitory Council shall 
have regular meetings twice a month. 

ARTICLE VI 

Powers of the Men's Dormitory 
Council 

It shall be the duty and responsibil- 
ity of the Men's Dormitory Council to: 

1. Make and enforce regulations for 
the men dormitory students. 

2. Formulate the policies of the Men's 
Dormitory Association and administer 
these policies. 

3. Plan the social life of the dormi- 
tory. 

4. Act as a judicial agent of the As- 
sociation and keep on file judicial re- 
ports of the Council. 

ARTICLE VII 

Amendments 

This constitution may be amended at 
any regular meeting by a two-thirds 
vote, the proposed amendment having 
been submitted in writing and read to 
the Association at a regular meeting at 
least one week before being voted on. 

By-laws may be adopted, amended, or 
repealed at any regular meeting by a 
majority vote. 
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BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE I 

Meetings 

Section 1. 6:45 p. m. each Tuesday 
shall be reserved for meetings of the 
Association. The meetings shall be 
called by the Men's Dormitory Council 
President or the Dean of Men. 

Section 2. The Men's Dormitory Coun- 
cil shall have regular meetings on the 
second and fourth Monday evenings of 
each month.

Name 
The name of this organization shall be 
The Senior Class of the State Teachers 
College at Mansfield, Pennsylvania. 

ARTICLE II 

Membership 
All students registered at the State 
Teachers College* at Mansfield who have 
earned more than 90 semester hours of 
credit, but fewer than 128 semester hours 
shall be members of this organization. 

ARTICLE III 
Officers 

Section 1. The officers of this organ- 
ization shall be a President, a Vice Pres- 
ident, a Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

Section 2. The candidates for each of- 
fice shall be nominated by a Nominat- 
ing Committee appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the Class The Nominating Com- 
mittee shall consist of the four class of- 
ficers and a representative from each of 
the four major departments. This com- 
mittee shall submit two candidates for 
each office. The report of the Commit- 
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tee shall be made at a meeting of the 
class one week prior to the election. 
Following the report of the Committee, 
nomination for each office may be made 
from the floor by any member present. 
The names of the. candidates shall be 
submitted for approval to the Faculty 
Adviser, the Dean of Instruction, the 
Point-system Chairman, the Dean of 
Women, the Dean of Men, and the Pres- 
ident of the College. 

Section 3. Voting shall be by secret 
ballot. A majority of all votes cast shall 
be necessary to constitute an election. 
In case there are more than two candi- 
dates for one office, and no one receives 
a majority of the votes cast, a second 
election shall be held with the two 
highest as candidates. 

Section 4. Vacancies in office shall be 
filled by means of a special election 
within one month after the vacancy oc- 
curs. 

ARTICLE IV 
Meetings 

Regular and special meetings shall be 
called by the President of the class with 
the approval of the Faculty Adviser. 
Notices for meetings shall be posted on 
official bulletin boards at least two days 
prior to the meetings. 

ARTICLE V 
Quorum 

The number of members present at a 
regularly-called meeting shall constitute 
a quorum.

BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE I 
Duties of Officers

the latter's absence. 

Section 3. The Secretary shall keep 
accurate minutes of all meetings of the 
class and act as class correspondent.

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The constitutions of the Junior Class, 
the Sophomore Class, and the Freshman 
Class are identical with the constitution 
of the Senior Class, with the following 
exceptions: 

A member of the Junior Class must 
have earned more than 58 semester hours 
of credit, but fewer than 90 semester 
hours. 

A member of the Sophomore Class 
must have earned more than 26 semes- 
ter hours of credit, but fewer than 53 
semester hours. 

A member of the Freshman Class must 
have earned fewer than 26 semester 
hours of credit. 
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REGULATIONS FOfc ALL STUDENTS 

Quality-Point System of Grades 

Each semester hour of credit for work 
of A grade entitles a student to three 
quality-points; for work of B grade, two 
quality-points; for work of C grade, one 
quality-point; for work below C grade, 
no quality-points. This system is out- 
lined in the following table; 

Grade Interpretation Qual. Pts. per Hr. 

A Superior 3 

B Good 2 

C Average 1 

D Passing 

E Conditional Failure -1 

F Complete Failure -1 

Courses marked I (incomplete) are not 
counted in figuring points. 

In order to be given a student-teaching 
appointment, a student must have a 
total of quality-points which at least 
equals his total hours of credit; while to 
teach a subject in a given field, he must 
have a total of quality-points which at 
least equals his total hours of credit in 
that field. To be graduated, a student 
must have earned a total of 128 quality- 
points. 

It should be noted that grades of D 
will give passing credit, but will lower 
the quality-point average, and may ser- 
iously affect chances of student-teach- 
ing and of graduation. 
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Absences from Classes 

All absences from individual and 
group instruction, laboratory appoint- 
ments, and rehearsals are reported to 
the Office of the Dean of Instruction. 

To clear such absences, a student must 
present himself at the Office of the Dean 
and secure an official Return Permis- 
sion. This form is granted on presenta- 
tion of a note from the College phy- 
sician or nurse, or of some other satis- 
factory explanation. If the activity from 
which the student has been absent is 
conducted more than once a week, the 
Return Permission should be presented at 
or before the second meeting following 
that absence. If the activity is conducted 
only once a week, the form must be 
presented at the first meeting. 

There is no system of "cuts" at Mans- 
field. To receive credit for a course, a 
student must complete all academic re- 
quirements. If, in the judgement of the 
Dean of Instruction, absence is unjusti- 
fied, the student may be denied the 
privilege of completing a course, or 
even may be asked to withdraw from 
College. 

Where students are absent from mfcre 
than one-ninth of the scheduled meet- 
ings in any course, the instructor shall 
consult the Dean of Instruction before 
assigning any grade other than I (in- 
complete). In general, such students 
rarely would be graded above a C. 
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Students absent from more than one- 
fifth of the scheduled meetings in any 
course, similarly, rarely would be grad- 
ed above a D. Unexcused absences 
are regarded as evidence of neglect and 
indifference and so considered in estim- 
ating grades.

Circulation Rules 

General reference books, such as dic- 
tionaries, encyclopedias, anthologies, 
yearbooks, and atlases; books designat- 
ed by faculty members as reserve ma- 
terial for the use of their students; and 
current periodicals may be taken from 
the Library as follows: 

Monday to Thursday inclusive — 5:00 p. m. 

to 7:00. 
10:00 p. m. to 8:00 a. m. 
5:00 p. m. Friday to 9:00 a. m. Saturday 
12:00 m. Saturday to 8:00 a. m. Monday 
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Periodicals which are not current may 
be borrowed for one day. 

Books not included in the aforemen- 
tioned groups may be taken from the 
Library for two weeks with the privil- 
ege of one renewal. Howevei, books 
may be recalled at any time for class 
or reserve use. 

All library materials which a student 
may wish to borrow must be charged to 
him at the desk in the Main Room or in 
the Reference Room and be ret lined to 
the desk from which they were taken. 

Fines 

A fine of five cents an hour is impos- 
ed, on any reserve or reference* material 
which is held overdue. Overdue books 
not included in the restricted circulation 
group are subject to a fine of two cents 
a day. 

Books and periodicals lost or seriously 
damaged by students must be paid for 
before the close of the College year. 
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REGULATIONS FOR WOMEN STU- 
DENTS LIVING IN THE DORMITORY 

Whenever a number of persons live to- 
gether there must exist some form of 
social control or government. Accord- 
ingly, the Women's Dormitory Council 
has adopted these regulations to pro- 
mote the best possible life for women 
students. These regulations are subject 
to change; but until such change has 
been formally made, each student is re- 
quired in the spirit of honor to keep 
them. 

Absences from Campus 

Before leaving the campus for an ab- 
sence of more than two hours, a student 
is required to register her name, destin- 
ation, time of departure, and expected 
time of return on the blank provided in 
her corridor; and, on returning, the time 
of her return. 

Permissions for absences are granted 
as follows: 

1. In the town of Mansfield: 

a. During the day: 

All students may leave the 
campus to visit approved homes 
and restaurants and to attend 
church services and programs at 
the Twain Theatre. 

b. For the evening: 

On Mondays, Tuesdays, Wed- 
nesdays, and Thursdays, Sopho- 
mores, Juniors, and Seniors may 
leave the campus as indicated 
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before, their return being made 
by 10:00 p. m. Freshmen with 
satisfactory academic standing 
may have this privilege at the 
end of the first nine weeks of 
the first semester. 

On Fridays, Saturdays, and 
Sundays, all students may leave 
the campus for the aforemention- 
ed reasons, their return being 
made by 10 p. m. on Sunday 
and 11 p. m. on the other two 
nights. 

A few late permissions are 
granted by members of the Wo- 
men's Dormitory Council to up- 
perclassmen. 
c. For the night: 

A student is required to secure 
the permission of her parents 
and the Dean of Women. 

2. From the town of Mansfield: 

Before leaving, except in case 
of short hikes, a student is re- 
quired to secure the permission 
of her parents and the Dean of 
Women. For trips to her home 
over the week-end, a general 
permission is granted. 

3. On the campus, but from one's 
own room for the night: 

A student may spend the night 
in a room other than her own 
on Fridays and Saturdays, pro- 
vided that she registers this in- 
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tention with the Women's Dorm- 
itory Council member on her 
hall. 
4. Late return to the dormitory: 

If a student plans to return to 
the dormitory after it is closed 
for the night, she should notify 
the Dean of Women of her plan 
before her departure. If this is 
not possible, she should telephone 
or telegraph the Dean of Women. 
No woman student is permitted 
to walk alone from the bus ter- 
minal to the dormitory after 10 
p. m. Arrangements will be 
made for a woman student who 
arrives on a late bus to be es- 
corted from the bus terminal to 
the dormitory. 
Each student is to mail to her parents 
in September an absence permission 
blank. Parents are requested to re- 
cord their desires in this matter on this 
blank and mail it directly to the Office 
of the Dean of Women, where it is placed 
on file. 

Automobiling 

Because of the danger of accidents, 
permission of parents must be granted 
before students may ride in automobiles. 
Students may ride during the day with- 
in the borough limits without further 
permission; but at night only with the 
additional, permission of the Dean of 
Women. To ride outside the town of 
Mansfield requires the permission both 
Ol the parents and the Dean of Women. 
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Special permission from the Dean must 
be secured for each trip. Each student 
is to mail to her parents in September 
an automobiling privilege blank. Par- 
ents are requested to record their de- 
sires in this matter on this blank and 
mail it directly to the Office of the Dean 
of Women, where it is placed on file. 

A woman student while under College 
regulations may not have an automobile 
in Mansfield without special permission 
of the Dean of Women. Permission is 
granted only in cases of necessity. 

Off-Campus Dances 

Students may attend approved dances 
in the town of Mansfield with the per- 
mission of a member of the Women's 
Dormitory Council. Late permissions will 
be given to students who attend. 

Electrical Equipment 

Radios and electric sewing machines 
may be installed in women's rooms with 
the permission of the Assistant Dean of 
Women, provided that the installaiion is 
approved by the Superintendent of 
Grounds and Buildings. 

Approved study lamps are provided 
for each room. 

Electric curlers may be used only in 
Room 435, North Hall. 

Electric irons are provided for use in 
the laundry room. 

Other electrical equipment may not 
be used in students' rooms. 
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Fire Regulations, North Hall 

On discovering fire in North Hall, ring 
the nearest fire alarm. On hearing a 
fire-alarm signal, repeated short rings, 
prepare immediately to leave the build- 
ing. 

Procedure in case of fire: 

Turn on lights, if fire is at night. 
Put on shoes and coat. 
Secure bath towel. 
Close windows. 
Raise shades. 

Move quickly and silenty to near- 
est exit. 

North Hall exits: 

Second-floor arcade. 
Second- and third-floor bridges. 
Fire tower. 

Center stairway to first-floor exit. 
Back stairways to second-floor 
exits. 

Fire escapes (east and south ends 
of North Hall). 
Use of exits: 

Students on south end of fourth and 
fifth floors leave building by fire es- 
cape at south end. 

Students on south end of third floor 
leave building by way of third-floor 
bridge 

Students on north end of third, fourth, 
and fifth floors leave building by fire 
tcwer. 

Students on north end of second floor 
leave by second-floor bridge at north- 
east corner.

Students in center wings of third, 
fourth, and fifth floors leave building by 
fire escape at east end of building. 

If any exit is blocked by fire, use the 
nearest safe exit. 

Guests 

For the night: 

Students may entertain overnight guests 
in the dormitory whenever arrangements 
have been made in the Office of the- As- 
sistant Dean of Women before their ar- 
rival. It is understood that guests are 
under the regulations of the College, and 
that the responsibility for acquainting 
guests with these regulations rests with 
the hostess. 

For meals : 

Meal tickets may be purchased at the 
Office of the Dean of Women at the fol- 
lowing rates: 

Breakfast — 30 cents. 

Luncheon and Supper — 40 cents. 

Dinner — 50 cents. 

On Sunday afternoons: 

A woman student who wishes to enter- 
tain her father in her room may do so 
on Sunday afternoon from 2 p.m. to 5, 
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Hiking 










Women students may hike outside the 
borough limits during the day with the 
permission of a member of the Women's 
Dormitory Council. 
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Horseback-Riding 

Because of the danger of accidents, 
permission of parents must be secured 
before students may go horseback-rid- 
ing. Letters granting this permission 
are sent by the parents directly to the 
Office of the Dean of Women. 
Hours 
In the interest of student health, of 
comfortable community living, and of 
satisfactory academic work, reasonable 
quiet is expected of students at all times. 
Certain hours, however, are designated 
as study hcurs and night-quiet hours. 
Study hours:

Night- quiet hours:

Sunday 
Typewriters may not be used in stu- 
dents' rooms during night-quite hours. 
Radio hours: 

Radios may be played at anytime ex- 
cept during the night-quiet hours, pro- 
vided they are tuned so that they can- 
not be heard outside the room. 
Freshman hours: 

A freshman woman student shall be 
in her own room or in the library from 
7:30 p. m. to 10:00 Monday through 
Thursday during the first nine weeks 
of the first semester. 
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Laundry 

The Mansfield Laundry does its work 
under approved hygienic conditions. 
Each student is allowed twelve pieces of 
plain laundry each week. 

Bags for outgoing laundry should be 
placed near the freight elevator on sec- 
ond floor not later than 8:00 a. m. on 
Monday. Students may receive incom- 
ing laundry immediately after lunch on 
Friday and immediately after breakfast 
on Saturday. 

A modern laundry room, adequately- 
equipped, is provided for women. 

The laundry room is open daily ex- 
cept Saturday and Sunday from 8:30 a. 
m. to 5:30 p. m. and on Saturday from 
8:30 a. m. to 5:00 p. m. 

Lights 

Students are urged to arrange their 
schedules so that they have eight hours 
of rest a night. Students are encouraged 
to extinguish their lights by 11 p. m. 
Sunday to Thursday inclusive and by 
12:00 m. Friday and Saturday. 

Playing of Musical Instruments 

Musical instruments shall not be play- 
ed in the rooms of students. Practice 
roo are available on the Sevents Floor. 

Care of Rooms 

Because of the importance of pleasant 
and orderly surroundings and the value 
to the student in maintaining them, 
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rooms are inspected and graded weekly. 
Room-ratings are incorporated in the 
personnel record of each student. 

For sanitary and aesthetic reasons the 
following regulations should be observ- 
ed: 

1. Make beds immediately after 
breakfast. 

2. Sweep rugs on third-floor bridge, 
on bridge near Post Office, or on 
south fire escape. 

3. Hang all wall decorations from 

molding. 

Trunks may be kept in the student's 
room or in the store room. 

Students must supply their own clean- 
ing equipment. 

Sewing Room 

A sewing machine is provided in Room 
435, North Hall. Each student is respon- 
sible for leaving the room in good con- 
dition. 

North Hall Social Regulations 

The Reception Room is the place pro- 
vided by the College for women to enter- 
tain their friends. This is open to men 
and women at all times when North Hall 
is open. North Hall closes at 10:00 p. 
m., except on Friday and Saturday, 
when it remains open until 11:00. 

Second-floor Well may be used as a 
reception room whenever such use would 
not limit the freedom of women living 
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on second floor or interfere in any way 
with the official work being done on 
that floor. These times have been de- 
fined as follows: 

1. In the afternoon, until 1:00 on ev- 
ery day except Saturday and Sun- 
day, and on those days until 5:00. 

2. In the evening until 7:30. 

First-floor Well may be used as a re- 
ception room when the space provided 
by the aforementioned places is inade- 
quate. These times have been defined as 
follows: 

1. In the afternoon, until 1:00 on all 
days except Sunday, and on that 
day until 2:00. 

2. In the evening, until 7:30 except on 
Tuesday. 

The Y.W.C.A. Rooms may be used by 
women students for parties in the eve- 
nings until 10:50, provided a meeting of 
an organization is not scheduled. Re- 
quests for the use of this room are to 
be filed at the Office of the Dean of 
women. 



Women students living in Mansfield in 
homes other than their own are expected 
to follow the preceding regulations per- 
taining to absence from campus, auto- 
mobiling, off-campus dances, hiking, and 
horseback-riding. 

The house mother may grant permis- 
sions regularly granted by members of 
the Women's Dormitory Council.

Firearms 

Any firearms in the possession of a 
man student must be registered at the 
Office of the Dean of Men as to type 
and calibre. There shall be no firing of 
guns of any type on the campus, this 
constituting not only a violation of a 
College regulation, but also a violation 
of a borough ordinance. 

Fire Regulations, South Hall 

On discovering a fire in South Hall, 
ring the nearest fire alarm. On hearing 
a fire alarm signal, repeated short rings, 
prepare immediately to leave the build- 
ing. 

Use of exits: 

Men on south end of building use fire 
escape at that end of building. 

Men on north end of building use fire 
escape at that end of building. 

Men in alcove on third floor use fire 
escape at south end.. 

Men in alcove on fourth floor use fire 
escape at north end. 

Guests 

Students may entertain overnight guests 
in the dormitory whenever arrangements 
have been made with the Dean of Men 
before their arrival. 
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Hours 

The entrance to South Hall shall be 
locked at midnight. Students entering 
after the doors are locked are required 
to "sign in." Any student coming in 
after this time shall report to the Dean 
of Men or the Men's Dormitory Coun- 
cil the following morning. 

Fraternity and Club Initiations 

No physical punishment shall be ad- 
ministered at any time. 

The public initiation program shall be 
submitted in writing for approval to the 
sponsor, the Dean of Men, and the Dean 
of Women at least one day before the 
initiation begins. 

The initiation program shall include no 
activities on the campus during class 
hours and no activities which disturb 
the public in general. 

A limited number of off-campus activ- 
ities will be permitted during class hours, 
provided that there is no interference 
with the class attendance of the candi- 
date. 

The initiation program shall be con- 
ducted in such a manner that class-room 
work may proceed as usual. Any mode 
of dress or any actions which attract 
undue attention are undesirable. 
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Playing of Musical Instruments 

Musical instruments shall not be play- 
ed in the rooms of students during class 
periods. Students may practice in their 
rooms during the noon hour and from 
4:00 p. m. to 10:00 daily and from 12 
m. to 10:00 p. m. on Saturday. The prac- 
tice rooms on fifth floor may be used 
until 10:00 p. m. each day. 

Radios 

Men may have radios in their rooms 
by securing permission from the Office 
of the Dean of Men. These should be 
tuned so that they cannot be heard out- 
side the room. 

Care of Rooms 

Tacks and nails shall not be driven 
into the plaster of the rooms. There is 
a molding provided for hanging pictures 
and pennants. 
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REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE USE 
OF COLLEGE BUILDINGS 

NORTH HALL 
General Regulations 

1. The building shall be open on Sun- 
day through Thursday from 7:00 a. m. to 
10:00 p. m. and on Friday and Saturday 
from 7:00 a. m. to 11:00 p. m. 

2. Both men and women may use the 
main door at the west side of the build- 
ing and the door at the second-floor ar- 
cade. Women only may use the door at 
the northeast side of the building, on 
the second floor, and the door at the 
third-floor arcade. 

3. Men are permitted only in the first- 
floor foyer, the dining room, the YWCA 
Room at specified times, the second- 
floor well, and the south end of second 
floor. This rule does not apply to Col- 
lege employees performing official duties. 
Men students studying in the music 
studios, Nos. 430 and 534, should use the 
passenger elevator. The specified times 
when the YWCA Room may be used by 
men and women are on the occasions of 
student organizations and other group 
meetings! approved by the Dean of 
Women. 

SOUTH HALL 
General Regulations 

1. Women are permitted only on the 
first floor unless given permission by the 
administration of the College or accom- 
panied by a member of the faculty. 
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ALUMNI HALL 



General Regulations 

1. All meetings and activities other 
than regular classes shall be scheduled 
in advance at the Office of the Dean of 
Instruction. 

2. The building shall be locked at 6:00 
p. m. 

3. Pianos shall be used only at times 
when classes are not in session, and then 
only by permission of the Director of 
Music Education. 



ARTS BUILDING 
General Regulations 

1. Students shall not use the building 
after 5:00 p. m. or on Saturday or Sun- 
day unless attended by a member of the 
faculty. 

2. One evening a week (Thursday) the 
building shall be open for workshop ac- 
tivities. On these occasions, the equip- 
ment must be left in perfect condition 
and ready for use the next day. 

3. Permission to use the building for 
club meetings or other special activities 
shall be secured from the director of the 
building personally. Such events should 
be concluded and the building closed by 
10 p. m. 
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EDUCATION CENTER 
General Regulations 

1. Students shall not use the building 
after 5:00 p.m. or on Saturday or Sun- 
day unless attended by a member of the 
faculty. 

ELEMENTARY SCHOOL BUILDING 
General Regulations 

1 It is anticipated that the building 
will not be in use after 5:00 p. m. In 
case it is absolutely necessary, a member 
of the faculty shall be present and shall 
be responsible for closing the building. 

GYMNASIUM BUILDING 
General Regulations 

1. Only those students taking part in 
scheduled classes or practice for sports 
shall be allowed to use the gymnasium 
except by permission from the directors 
of athletics. 

2. No one shall be allowed on the gym- 
nasium playing floor unless he is equip- 
ped with regulation gymnasium shoes. 

STRAUGHN HALL 
General Regulations 

1. The building shall be opened by the 
janitor at 7:00 a. m. and closed at 6:00 
p. m. 
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2. All meetings, rehearsals, and other 
activities shall be scheduled as far in 
advance as possible with the Superin- 
tendent of Grounds and Buildings. Each 
individual or group shall confine its ef- 
forts strictly to the time allotted. 

3. Each individual or group shall be 
responsible for setting up and taking 
down its own equipment, so budgeting 
its time and organizing its routine that 
the stage will be entirely clear, with all 
equipment properly disposed of, at the 
conclusion of the reserved period.

THE SOCIAL PROGRAM 

One of the most decisive factors in 
the molding of character and an adjust- 
ment to cooperative living is the social 
program. Superficially, through this 
planning, the students are wholesomely 
entertained in the hours not occupied 
by college essentials. The teas, recep- 
tions, dances, exhibits, card and game 
parties balance the scholastic calendar. 
Beneath these activities, however, social 
poise and grace are* gained by creative 
participation. Experience in all phases 
of formal and informal adult communal 
life helps to develop the confidence so 
necessary in a successful professional 
or social career. 



EXTRA-CLASS ACTIVITIES 

Pursuant to the best thinking in 
modern education, stress is placed at 
Mansfield on the value of extra-class 
activities. Academic programs are built 
around not only scholastic needs and 
abilities, but also around the recognized 
advantage of socially-constructive and 
intellectually-stimulating experiences. 

There is a rich reserve on which stu- 
dents are urged to draw for develop- 
ment and expression of the special in- 
terests so vital to a well-rounded col- 
lege life. 
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STUDENT GOVERNMENT 

Since student government is the basis 
of control at Mansfield, the Student 
Council, made up of students elected by 
their fellows, is a most important and 
vital element in college life. Through 
its constant alertness to the motivations, 
reactions, and opinions of those about it, 
the council is able to legislate for the 
present good and the future improve- 
ment of the entire College. It forms a 
strong link between faculty and stu- 
dents, which facilitates the solution of 
mutual rr obi ems. 



HONOR FRATERNITIES 

Kappa Delta Pi is a national Education 
honor society which attempts to set up 
worthy scholastic and professional 
ideals and to recognize outstanding ser- 
vice in the field of teaching. Juniors 
and seniors having six semester hours of 
Education and ranking in the upper 
quartile of their class are eligible for 
membership. 

Lambda Mu is a local Music sorority 
whose membership, elected from the 
music students of the senior, junior, and 
second-semester sophomore classes, is 
based on musical attainment, general 
scholarship, and integrity of character. 
The organization stresses individual and 
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group musical performance through pro- 
grams at its monthly meetings, an an- 
nual public musicale, and the sponsoring 
of professional musical events. 

Phi Mu Alpha Sinfonia is a national 
Music fraternity for men of superior mu- 
sical ability, and scholastic, professional, 
and social standing. The organization is 
dedicated to the interests of "the manly 
musician and the musicianly man" and 
endeavors to draw such persons into its 
fellowship. 

Phi Sigma Pi is a national Education 
fraternity for men in teacher-preparation 
institutions. Its ideals are character, 
knowledge, and fellowship. Its person- 
nel is limited to men of superior schol- 
astic, professional, and social standing, 
who have spent at least one- year at the 
College. 

Pi Kappa Epsilon is a local Homemak- 
ing sorority organized in the spring of 
1940. It serves as a stimulus for profes- 
sional, cultural, and inspirational par- 
ticipation in activities on the campus. 
The society has been organized in line 
with the requirements of the national 
homemaking sororities, with the antici- 
pation of applying for recognition in the 
near future. A special research project 
is carried on by the society each year. 

Sigma Zeta is a national Science honor 
society, restricted to upperclassmen. It 
seeks to recognize ability and accomp- 
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lishment in the various branches of sci- 
ence. Meetings, field trips, and special 
projects make active membership in the 
organization pleasurable and worthwhile. 

SPECIAL-INTEREST ORGANIZATIONS 

The Art Club is an honor society for 
persons who attain an "A" grade in one 
semester of Art. It promotes an appre- 
ciation of the fine arts through the ex- 
amination and creation of artistic things. 
Of particular interest and value are work 
meetings, which influence the develop- 
ment of individual talent. 

The Classical Club aims to promote in- 
erest and efficiency in the teaching of 
Latin. Various programs and other club 
activities stress the influence of past 
civilizations on the political, social, and 
religious world of today. 

The Dramatic Club is the principal 
histronic organization at Mansfield. Each 
year it performs publicly a three-act 
play and several groups of one-act plays. 
Admission to membership is by applica- 
tion and try-out. 

The College Literary Society exists for 
the purposes of studying current liter- 
ary forces which form public opinion 
and developing a keener appreciation of 
modern prose and poetry. The society 
is open to all students who evince a 
genuine interest in literature. A close 
tie-up with the colliege newspaper is 
maintained. 
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The French Club affords opportuniaies 
for students to hear and use the French 
language &nd to develop a knowledge of 
Gallic literature, art, music, and customs. 
Two years of high school French or 
their equivalent are required for mem- 
bership. 

The Music Educators' Club is compos- 
ed of all students in the Music Education 
Department. The organization meets 
monthly and serves as a forum where 
topics of common interest are presented 
and discussed. 

Omicron Gamma Pi is a local sorority 
for ail women enrolled in the Home- 
making Education Department. A mem- 
ber of the American Home Economics 
Association, the organization keeps in 
close touch with national activities in 
its field. 

The Rurban Club gives students an op- 
portunity to participate in activities 
which stimulate an interest in rural 
school and community life. It helps 
prospective teachers in the formulation 
of programs, both in school and out, and 
engenders an enthusiasm for rural school 
teaching. 



PUBLICATIONS 

The Carontawan is the yearbook of the 
College, dedicated to the reflection and 
perpetuation of student life. Twenty- 
four editions of the Carontawan have 
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been published to date, several of which 
have been rated superior by the Nation- 
al Scholastic Press Association. Each 
member of the Mansfield Cooperative 
Government Association receives the 
Carontawan. 

The Flashlight is the College newspa- 
per, published regularly by a board se- 
lected from all classes and departments. 
The Flashlight touches student life at 
more points perhaps than does any other 
campus publication. Each member of 
the Mansfield Cooperative Government 
Association receives the Flashlight. 

The Cadence is published by the stu- 
dents in the Music Education Depart- 
ment and has been widely recognized 
and acclaimed. Featured in the Cadence 
are articles of lasting interest by author- 
ities in the field of public school music. 
This magazine is used as a part of the 
Music Education placement service. 

The Handbook is a compilation of in- 
formation about the College and its life, 
dedicated primarily to the freshmen. 



ATHLETIC ACTIVITIES 

Intercollegiate Athletics at Mansfield 
are maintained on the bases of non-pro- 
fessionalism and good sportsmanship. 
All are conducted in accordance with the 
strict rules and regulations of the Penn- 
sylvania Conference of State Teachers 
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Colleges. Included are football, basket- 
ball, baseball, and tennis. Schedules are 
so arranged that approximately half of 
the games are played at home, affording 
the student body adequate opportunity 
to see the varsities in action. Every man 
is free to try out for a team and is en- 
titled to receive instruction in the fund- 
amentals of the game. 

Intramural Athletics for both men and 
women afford every student the oppor- 
tunity to engage in a selected sport. 
Among the most popular are basketball, 
baseball, swimming, bowling, tennis, 
badminton, and hockey. 



ATHLETIC ORGANIZATIONS 

The "M" Club is made up of men who 
have earned a varsity letter in one or 
more of the major sports. Its purposes 
are to encourage wholesome living and 
good sportsmanship and to stimulate in- 
terest in athletics. 

The Women's Athletic Association seeks 
to promote good health, a greater inter- 
est in recreational activity, and an appre- 
ciation of the values which lie in games 
and sports. 



MUSICAL ORGANIZATIONS 

The Symphony Orchestra furnishes an 
opportunity for the student to enlarge 
his scope, appreciation, and understand- 
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of musical literature written for that 
medium. For the College community as 
a whole it offers a distinct cultural en- 
richment. 

The Symphonic Band acquaints the 
student with band literature, practical 
experience in rehearsal procedure, and 
standards for attainment in the field of 
instrumental music. It familiarizes the 
student also with concert and broadcast- 
ing procedures and serves as a training 
laboratory for conducting out-of-town 
engagements and tours. 

The Mixed Chorus has for its purpose 
the interpretative study of a variety of 
fine choral music and a practical dem- 
onstration of methods and procedures 
for the attainment of superior choral 
singing. General College membership is 
encouraged, and public appearances are 
regularly scheduled. 

The College Choir exists for the pur- 
pose of studying choral music which sup- 
plements the material used in other Col- 
lege organizations. Membership is open 
to anyone in the College who can meet 
the requirements and is determined by 
individual auditions. 

The Madrigal Singers are a group of 
eight students who study madrigals and 
carols, folk songs, and modern works 
arranged and composed in madrigal 
style. The group performs at College 
assemblies and social functions and ac- 
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cepts a limited number of engagements 
with schools and clubs in the community 
and in the vicinity. 

The Esquires, a skilled ten-piece dance 
band, play an important part in the so- 
cial and theatrical activities on the cam- 
pus. 

RELIGIOUS ORGANIZATIONS 

The YMCA, which all men are invited 
to join, seeks to develop the individual 
spiritually, morally, and socially. In- 
spiring programs of music and pertinent 
discussions are conducted weekly. 

The YWCA, which welcomes all women 
students to membership, operates for 
their spiritual, moral, and social wel- 
fare- The weekly meetings are planned 
to encourage timely thinking. 

The Gospel Team is a group of men 
who are raedy to aid in Christian work 
at all times. The organization is active 
not only on the campus, but also in the 
local churches and those of neighboring 
communities. 



ASSEMBLY PROGRAMS 

Assemblies for the entire student body, 
the faculty, and others are held regular- 
ly for the purposes of stimulation and 
relaxation. The programs are in charge 
of a student-faculty committee, and are 
inspired and developed by the students 
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themselves. These constitute demonstra- 
tions to prospective teachers of instruc- 
tional and entertaining programs, in- 
cluding groups of different age-levels, of 
diverse interests, and of various abili- 
ties. 



ARTISTS COURSES 

Two excellent artists courses are con- 
ducted by the College — the Assembly- 
course, designed to vary the student-par- 
ticipating activities of the assembly per- 
iod, and the Auditorium course, intend- 
ed to provide aesthetic and cultural ex- 
periences on a high level. At all times 
the College attempts to secure the finest 
lecturers, musicians, dancers, and actors 
obtainable. Admission to these pro- 
grams is covered by the Student Activi- 
ties Fee. 



SOUND-MOTION PICTURES 

Not only are the finest sound-motion 
pictures in the fields of entertainment 
and education presented on the College 
screen as part of the Auditorium pro- 
gram, but also newsreels and travelogues 
are scheduled regularly as an adjunct 
to the Assembly program. They are 
proving immensely valuable in enrich- 
ment of the social and academic life. 
Admission to these programs is covered 
by the Student Activities Fee. 
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THE COLLEGE COMMUNITY VESPER 
SERVICES 

Vesper services arranged by the Col- 
lege in cooperation with the local 
churches are conducted on the second 
Sunday evening of every month. The 
programs are made up of addresses by 
well-known clergymen and laymen, rep- 
resentative of all faiths; non-sectarian 
devotional exercises; and special music. 



POINT SYSTEM 

The point system at Mansfield State 
Teachers College aims to distribute re- 
sponsibilities and honors in extra-class 
activities among the maximum number 
of students, to assist students in balanc- 
ing their curricular and extra-curricular 
activities, to develop competent leader- 
ship in the student body and to promote 
efficiency in each activity. 

For the accomplishment of these pur- 
poses, each recognized extra-class activ- 
ity office has been assigned a certain 
value in points, ranging from one to ten, 
the number being determined by the 
amount of work entailed by that activity. 

No student may carry more than ten 
points, and no student may serve as 
president of more than one organization 
at a time. 
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The point system is in charge of a 
member of the Student Council. It shall 
be the duty of this member to enforce 
the point system and to record all activ- 
ities of students in card catalogue's con- 
taining a card for each student and kept 
in the office of the respective dean. 

The secretaries of all student groups 
must submit lists of all members and all 
officers within one week after organiza- 
tion in the fall and within two days 
after admissions or elections whenever 
these occur during the year.
